


Earthquake victims should attend 
Aug. 5 Planning Commission 


Sierra Madre earthquake victims are urged to 
get their applications and ownership roles to the 
Planning Department no later than tomorrow, 
Friday, July 26, for the adjourned Planning 
Commission meeting on Monday, Aug. 5, to 
account for the 10-day notice, according to 
Sallyanne Mallen from the department. 

There will be a special Planning Commission 
called just for earthquake victims on Monday, 
Aug. 5. 

The new Planning Commission chair is Eloise 
Parker and the vice-chair is Whilma Holcombe, 
as a result of reorganization last Thursday 
evening. The commission last week approved four 
of the agenda items and denied two of them. 

Approved were the variances and conditional 
use permit for 731 Woodland Drive for a side 
street side yard variance, front yard variance, side 


yard variance and a second story variance. Also 
included are the first and second stories and two- 
car garage for a total footage of 2375 square feet 
for Robert and Constance Hastings. 

The variance for a side street side yard to 
construct a deck was granted to Val H. Usle at 161 
Adams and the variance for placement of buildings 
for a condominium project in the R-3 zone at 118 
E. Laurel Avenue by James Howe and Franklin 
Thorton was granted. 

Also granted was a conditional use permit to 
construct a new two-story single family dwelling 
and two-car garage at 675 Woodland Drive, to be 
owned by Scott Storlie. 

Denied were the front yard variance at 135 E. 
Grandview for Tim and Juana O’Connor and the 
fence height variance at 410 Michillinda Ave. for 
Dennis and Norma Wong.

Council passes budget; 
refuses big spending 


Three items on the Sierra Madre City Council 
Agenda were set aside for the Aug. 13 meeting: 
possible adoption of the 1991-92 Transportation 
System; the rate increase for Western Waste 
Industries; and the decision concerning a grading 
permit for Graham Morehouse for his proposed 
new home at 505 Lotus Lane. 

City Council members upheld the decision made 
b;, the Planning Commission to tear down a fence 
that was built without a permit at the home of 
Stanyan and Laura Buckingham at 205 S. Sunnyside. 
The fence was higher than allowed in city code. 
According to the Buckinghams, a local, licensed 
contractor did not obtain a permit before building 
the fence. They were unaware that a permit was 
needed for the fence. The contractor is now out 
of the area and the Buckinghams wanted to keep 
the fence. However, councilpersons felt that 
approving it sets precedence for future appeals, to 
quote Councilman Clem Bartolai. 

While they were on the subject of contractors. 
Mayor Pro Tern Gary Adams once again urged 
city staff to be “cognizant concerning contractors 
having proper licenses.” 


The council passed the budget in the amount 
of $6,721,107 which allows only a $315,832 overage 
from the expenditures of $6,405,275. 

The general fund, however, is $130,981 in the 
hole with the revenues of $4,205,799 and expenditures 
of $4,336,780. 

Mayor Pro Tern Adams said, “1 would like to 
suggest that staff make every effort to trim that 
into place. Would you please come to us on 
a monthly basis and on the fifth month if there 
are no significant cutbacks, then we will go back 
in?” 

Bartolai said, “That is a point well taken. Also, 
capital projects are very difficult for me to vote on.” 

City Councilwoman Mary Ann MacGillivray said, 
“The $25,000 that is ear-marked for continuing 
to support Main Street Chamber of Commerce 
falls under capital projects and that is not being 
approved tonight.” 

Because of the late hour and the extensive 
numbers of figures to lay out the budget properly. 
The News will continue its coverage of the budget 
until next week’s edition.

Although Dan Parker moved to Sierra Madre 
from Los Angeles with his parents, the late Edith 
and Samuel Parker, on Nov. 7, 1922, he did not 
meet his wife-to-be, Eloise, until the late 1930s 
when Eloise came from Memphis to visit relatives. 
Aunts Julia Shannon and Bertha Jones and her 
husband, Woodson Jones. Eloise came with her 
Aunt Genevieve Nuetzel Collins and she stayed in 
Sierra Madre. 
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Two years later she and Dan were married at 
St. Rita’s Church. 

Dan attended grammar school and graduated 
from eighth grade in 1925. He attended John 
Muir Junior High School in Pasadena and graduated 
in 1926. He graduated from junior college in 
1930 and later took courses at U.S.C. 

Parker has a long list of accomplishments in 
Sierra Madre such as president of Friends of the

Madre Democratic Club; chairman and member of 
the Sierra Madre Parks and Recreation Commission; 
chairman of the Sierra Madre Cultural Heritage 
Commission. 

He was also a member of the Citizens’ 
Committee for the building of the presnent city 
hall and police and fire department, and a member 
of one of the Master Plan Committees, member 
of Sierra Madre Bicentennial Committee. 

Dan says, “Additionally, I served as a track 
and field official for almost a quarter of a 
century for The Athletics Council (T.A.C.). During 
that time he received an Outstanding Service Award 
and also received an appointment in athletics to 
the 1984 Olympic Games. He was a member of the 
Board of Directors of “The Old Time Athletic 
Association.” 

He has been a member of the Mt. Sac Relays 
Committee for the building of the present city 
of the highest honor awarded to members, “Hilmer 
Lodge Memorial Award of Distinguised Service.” 

Eloise joined League of Women Voters and was 
the first chair of the unit in Sierra Madre. She was 
chair of the residential housing group for the 
study of a master plan, and in 1970 was on the 
zoning board until 1974 when it was dissolved. 

She was a member of Civic Clpb and she and 
Dan were active in organizing a drama club. She 
was a member of Heritage Cultural Committee from 
1974-1981. She officiated for T.A.C. in the Mt. 
Wilson Trail Race and Mt. Sac Relays where she 
received the Hilmer Lodge for Service award, the 
same as her husband. 

At present she is vice-chair of the Sierra Madre 
Planning Commission. When asked if she would 
marry Dan again she said, quickly, "Oh yes.” 
Then she added, “But where did the time go?” 

A daughter, Carol Parker, and her two children, 
Ashley and Alexander Duke, live in New York.

The Tylers were married July 3, 1941 at St. 
Rita’s Church, also, and had a party on that same 


day this year to celebrate their 50 years of marriage. 

Both attended Pasadena High School and were 
married right out of high school. Jim went into the 
Navy after working the shipyards for two years 
and at Lockheed Aircraft for a year.

Carrottop revisited,,*

Ever since coming to Sierra Madre I felt 
that a town of over 12,000 should have more 
than one banking facility without going out of 
town. Since Bank of America owed me several 
markers it was my thought to contact their 
i head office in Los Angeles to see if they were 
interested or that I could cause them to be 
interested. 

Yes they were interested. After several 
meetings with the members of their building 
board 1 was told that if I could find a suitable 
place to house a bank they would be doubly 
interested in this location. 

Harold Pangborn of Pangborn Realty was 
housed in a fairly well run down building 
at the south west corner of Sierra Madre 
Boulevard and Lima. 1 met with Harold many 
times and finally he said that he would be 
willing to build a bank building on that 
corner with him having the corner location 
and with offices above. I then got Harold 
and Bank of America together and stepped out 
of the picture. 

Three months later construction was 
started on the new bank building and six 
months thereafter the Sierra Madre Branch of 
Bank of America was opened. 

Hugh Barton and a man by the last name 
of Royce was the opening Manager and Ass’t 
Manager. In getting acquainted with Hugh 
Barton 1 found out that the desire of 
executives of the bank was that the Sierra 
Madre Branch would secure and have on 
deposit $1 million by the end of the first 
year. 

Barton was a very energetic man, hard to 
keep in his seat and always wanting to please 
the people. He called me in one day and asked 


my opinion of him picking up deposits from 
the merchants around 1 o’clock each week 
day. The idea sounded great to me and he 
started the procedure. At the end of the first 
two months he was picking up deposits for 
10 local merchants. This saved them from 
carrying cash in their stores overnight. 
Mondays he came in two hours before bank 
opening and picked up the deposits for these 
stores saving the merchants hours of time. 

At the end of the first year the bank 
deposits for Sierra Madre were in excess of 
$3 million. 

About 1964-65 or within that time frame 
a Mr. Diehl came into the Sierra Madre News 
office. He was in town to solicit the advisability 
of opening a Savings and Loan Office in 
town. Of course I was for anything that would 
enhance the town or that would help to make 
it a better place in which to live. He contacted 
most of the business men and women on the 
sidewalk. 

Six months later a news release was received 
by the Sierra Madre News that a charter had 
been granted to the Guarantee Savings and Loan 
for our city. Three months later it opened 
in the building now housing the Lunch Box. 
1 cannot remember the other three who were 
selected to serve on the Board of Directors, 
but I was one and Tony Harris of the 
Sierra Madre Hardware was the other. 

The business did quite well, and I do not 
remember for just how long, but it was sold to 
Progressive Savings and Loan in the mid-’70s 
and then later to Imperial Savings and Loan. 

Now we had two banks and a Savings and 
Loan, a good solid banking field for the 
merchants and residents. 


Out and About

We’re in Ashland, Oregon on a side street 
in the middle of town. I’ve asked a middle-aged 
women what she thinks of having the 
Shakespeare Festival in Ashland. 

“Oh, it is the town...everything revolves 
around it!” 

“Doesn’t jt get a bit crowded?” 

“Oh, you learn to live with on stage that. I 
like seeing all the new faces in town.” 

“How about the parking?” 

“You walk.” She passed it off with a wave 
of the hand. “Some people make a big deal 
about no parking spaces, but I learned to walk 
everywhere.” 

Parking...after 40 or 50 years of theater 
experience in Ashland, it remains the central 
focus of critics. Earlier, I mentioned that 
Sierra Madre could pull off a smaller version 
of Ashland’s success. Our Mariposa parking 
area could handle a substantial number of 
cars, particularly in the evening, so we would 
have an edge there. 

Not all the problems are so easily identified. 
The trouble with trying to get a “feel” for 
how the locals react to the theater in Ashland 
is complicated by the fact it has been there 
for half a century or more. Most of them 


grew up with it. Sometimes you have to dig 
a little...and you are surprised at what you 
find. 

Philip Thormahlen and his wife, Sharon, 
live in close proximity to the Shakespeare 
Festival. They own a bed and breakfast inn 
and have been involved in a zoning battle 
with the city for some time. They have had 
a longer battle with the city over the “normalcy” 
of their lives. They state that they can’t lead 
normal lives because of restraints put on 
them by the festival. They said their 10-year-old 
daughter can’t play the piano, nor have parties 
on their terrace without police officers coming 
to ask them to stop the noise. It seems that 
normal neighborhood activities can interrupt 
the performances at the theater. The police, 
as usual, are caught in the middle. 

As you can see, there is more to this than 
grinning gleefully and opening our arms to such 
an entreaty. With careful, thoughtful planning 
and foresight, we can probably bring in a small 
version of this theater, but we must recognize 
one thing. If it is successful, our city as we 
.know it will change. Whether this will be 
good change or bad depends on your 
viewpoint.

Everything done by chamber staff or 
volunteers to support the business community 
does not result in visible results. Take, for 
instance, some chamber-initiated action 
immediately following the recent earthquake. 

Within minutes after the quake hit, chamber 
staff was on the street making a list of 
damaged buildings, helping clear sidewalks of 
shattered glass and determining what the 
chamber should do to help. 

Reports from the State Main Street office 
and project managers in communities devastated 
by the 1989 quake had made it clear that 
accurate information and communications 
would be needed by property and business 
ownes. A phone call to the Glendale (Ca.) 
Small Business Administration office (SBA) 
produced a name and phone number at the 
Sacramento (Ca.) SBA Disaster Assistance 
Team (DAT) headquarters. Another phone call 
to Sacramento established contact with the 
DAT and created a direct communication link. 
A DAT team leader contacted the chamber 
office when he arrived on Monday afternoon, 
an 8 a.m. meeting on Tuesday morning was 
arranged. 

Conversations with the Sacramento SBA 
disaster office and DAT team leader identified 
the specific type information commercial and 
business owners would need to seek disaster 
related financial assistance from the SBA. 
Information generated by the State Main 
Street office after the 1989 quake provided 
additional useful information. Monday 


afternoon a four page Disaster Bulletin was 
mailed or hand delivered to all commercial 
property and business owners listed on the 
City’s initial damage report. It outlined specific 
steps to take in recording damage, provided 
an Earthquake Impact Assessment form to be 
used as part of any financial aid application 
package, and established the chamber office 
as their direct link for disaster related informa¬ 
tion. 

Working from notes taken on the day of 
the quake and information provided by the 
City Planning Department, a list of names 
and addresses with telephone numbers of all 
known commercial property and businesses 
damaged by the quake was prepared and 
given to the DAT team leader on Tuesday 
morning. 

When the unreinforced masonry building 
(URM) ordinance was adopted, a new 
commercial window glazing code went into 
effect. Understading that in their haste to 
replace broken glass some businesses might 
not be aware of the need, in some cases, 
for the replacement glass to be safety glass 
rather than pl-^e glass, chamber staff phoned 
or made personal visits to affected businesses. 

Anticipating our designation as a disaster 
area, chamber staff acquired copies of Disaster 
Assistance brochures from the SBA in 
Sacramento. The chamber’s business improve¬ 
ment district consultant, Ed Henning, provided 
a sample package of information that would 
be available when disaster centers were opened. 
On July 12 a second quake bulletin including 
addresses of the two disaster assistance centers, 
disaster loan assistance information and a copy 
of the Glass and Glazing Code were hand 
delivered or mailed to the commercial property 
and business owners with known damage. 

Other assistance included coordinating 
and expediting communication between several 
commercial property/business owners and our 
building department. Numerous phone calls 
and personal conversations helped keep 
accurate, current information in the hands of 
both businesses and our building department. 

All services provided by the chamber do 
not have form or feel. Much of what is done 
to effectively represent the business community 
results from experience, maintaining endless 
numbers of information files and a manage¬ 
ment philosophy that is service oriented.

Boutelle offers free stress 
management sessions 


“I would like to pro¬ 
vide monthly or bi¬ 
monthly workshops free 
on stress management 
and health-related and 
wholistic attitudes,” 
Harriet Boutelle of Life 
Changes Counseling 
Center said recently. 

“People are going to 
say to that ‘But there 
isn’t anything free,’’’ and 
to that, Boutelle 
answers, “From these 
free workshops will 
come spinoff groups that 
may wish to participate, 
on a sliding scale basis, 
in all sorts of basics such 
as quitting smoking 
clinics, pain manage¬ 
ment, that sort of thing. 
We can find what they 
need from the 
workshops and offer 
help to make it available 
to them.’’ 

Boutelle said that the 
first free workshop will 
offer assistance in stress 
from the earthquake. 
“There will be a free 
assessment and a session 
with me concerning 
relaxation. There will be 


no charge for these ser¬ 
vices if people are 
residents of Sierra Madre 
proper. We will also pro¬ 
vide four free group 
stress management ses¬ 
sions. And those who 
wish to participate 
should call 355-2321 for 
more information. 
Messages will be relayed 
within a 24-hour 
period.” 

How soon will these 
free sessions start? Just 
as soon as you pick up 
the Sierra Madre News 
and call the number. 
Boutelle said that there 
are many people out 
there hurting and that 
they need help soon. 

Boutelle, who has just 
opened her practice at 37 
Auburn, Sierra Madre, is 
a stress management 
specialist in neurol¬ 
inguistic programming 
through hypnosis plus 
other formal behavioral 
hypnosis such as weight 
loss, smoking, phobias, 
dreams. She also has oc¬ 
cupational therapist 
training with a

When the curtain goes 
up on A. R. Gurney’s 
play, “The Dining 
Room,’’ that is what you 
see, a dining room with 
a handsome dining room 
set in it, six chairs, a 
large table and a side¬ 
board. Into the room 
come a brother and sister, 
adults, who are breaking 
up their parents’ house¬ 
hold and deciding who 
gets what. As it turns 
out, they both want the 
dining room set, and a 
gentile argument ensues, 
where each points out to 
the other how impractical 
it is in this day and age 
to introduce that much 
furniture into a house. 
“But you already have 
a dining room set!’’ 
“And how would you fit 
all this into a condo?’’ 
And it becomes clear 
that the furniture has not 
much to do with practica¬ 
lity and a lot to do with 
feelings about the dining 
room and the things that 
have gone on there. 

They go on about 
their business, putting 
off their decision until 
later, while onto the stage 
comes another set of 
characters to play a 
different fragmentary 


drama concerning the 
many aspects of a room 
which becomes a site for 
celebration, a schoolroom 
for gentility, a symbol of 
repression, an outmoded 
anachronism, a semi¬ 
private counsel chamber 
and many other things 
in wonderful and satisfy¬ 
ing variety. 

Gurney was brought 
up among upper middle 
class WASPs and finds 
their anxieties and 
pleasures as interesing 
as the noisier and more 
physical aspects of society, 
although considerably 
more subtle. These 
people are, for the most 
part, “well brought up,’’ 
and their lives have 
changed considerably 
since the turn of the 
century. 

The scenes flip back 
and forth in time, and 
actors walk out one door 
and may return almost 
immediately as someone 
much older, or much 
younger. The subserviant 
maid of one scene turns 
up as a teenager raiding 
the liquor cabinet in 
another. Many of the 
scenes recall the time 
when good manners, 
correct grammer and

“nice things’’ were 
considered marks of self- 
respect as well as of 
civilization - as, of 
course, in some homes 
they still are.

actor and an aging beauty 
queen. A 16-year-old 
daughter also turns up to 
be supportive if she can. 

The singer finds her¬ 
self caught up in the 
emotional turmoils of 
her friends as well as her 
own and it is too much. 
In spite of her well 
meaning daughters, she 
gradually turns back to 
the bottle. As with so 
many of Simon’s later 
plays, this one finds 
the absurdities of the 
human race a source of 
humor, which they 
certainly are, but 
it sometimes demands 
considerable detachment 
to think so. This story 
concludes, like Chekov’s 
“The Sneeze’’ with that 
ultimate ab.surdity, “So 
he went home, lay down 
on his sofa, and died.’’ 
The singer shoos every¬ 
body out of her life, 
turns out the lights, and 
cuddles up on the sofa 
with her doom. 

But not in West 
Covina. 

A new ending has 
been added, rather cleverly, 
in quite Simonesque 
dialogue, which is daidedly 
more upbeat. In one way 
it is a relief from the 


bitterness which is such 
a dismal ending to 
what has claimed to be 
a comedy. In another 
way it is like those 
Victoriams who wrote a 
happy ending to “Romeo 
and Juliet” and weakens 
the author’s intention. 

Not being an admirer 
of Simon’s nastier 
moods, I am ambivalent. 
The new ending is 
probably more satis¬ 
factory for the casual 
theater goer. 

The cast consists 
largely of WCP veterans. 
Sandra Roberts as the 
singer. Chuck Hand as 
the actor and Kimberly 
Caruchon as the aging 
beauty could hardly be 
bettered and Gordon 
Pfitzer and Jesse Zavala 
stand out in smaller toles.

He will use the 
text: Revelation 18:9-20. 
Here are some reflections 
on this theme. 

Life is too short, and 
eternity is too long to 
spend it regretting foolish 
decisions. The person who 
trades a moment of 
pleasure for an eternity 
of pain and regret, is not 
very wise. In other words, 
life is too short to waste 
it on sin. As the book 
of Revelation tells us: 
“the glory of immorality 
will be .gone in one brief 
hour.” 

An observant person 
said, “A moment on the 
lips - a lifetime on the 
hips!” Does that really 
make sense? I don’t think 
so. Someone else has 
said it clearly: “Life is 


short - death is sure - sin 
the cause - Christ the 
cure!” 

Look back across 
your lifetime, where are 
all the mockers, the 
scorners? They all get 
old and die like everyone 
else. One day, all too 
soon, they too must stand 
and give an account before 
God Almighty. This 
isn’t the time to seek 
the pleasure of sin rather 
than peace with God. 

This short lifetime is 
not the time to sabotage 
your future, but rather 
to make sure you have 
made your peace with 
God. Life is too short, 
and eternity is too long 
to spend it regretting 
foolish decisions. 

Sunday -evening at 6, 
also in Pritchard Hall 
(gym), we will continue 
our video series Lifestyle 
Evangelism and Follow¬ 
up, produced by the 
Navigators. The focus of 
this teaching video 
segment is to show us 
how to help a new 
believer get established 
in his walk with God. 
The featured speaker is 
Leroy Eimes who 
serves on the Navigator 
staff. 


A word on liturgy 

“The liturgy is a great 
teacher. It instructs us 
that God has chosen, for 
the most part, to commu¬ 
nicate with us through 
other human beings and 
through His creation. 
When we look to the 
altar, we see a man, 
human like ourselves, 
whom God has called 
to be His priest. The 
priest presides at the 
eucharist and makes our 
worship possible through 
a power which can only 
be understood as divine 
and which is granted to 
him in his ordination. 

“The liturgy is filled 
with symbols: candles, 
decorations, flowers, 
and vestments. These 
and others signs in the 
liturgy should remind us 
that God manifests Him¬ 
self through His creation. 
We must learn to see 
God’s beauty in a sunset. 
His power in a mighty 
wind. His loving care 
in life-giving rain. God’s 
liturgical ways carry over 
into our other activities. 

“Above all we must 
see God in people. God’s 
love is in the embrace 
of a husband and wife. 
His healing is those who 


nurse the sick. His 
genuineness in the 
response of little children, 
and His joy is in the 
mutual delight of friends. 
God continues outside of 
Mass the manner of 
acting which He follows 
with Mass. 

“We come to church 
to find God and rightly 
so. But as we are finding 
God in church during 
the liturgy. He wishes to 
lift our minds to a 
realization that He is 
present and active all 
around us. He hopes that 
our hearts will be lifted 
to Him in praise and 
thanksgiving for the 
communication of His 
goodness which He 
constantly grants to us. 

“The liturgy teaches 
us that God is present 
and active in our world 
in the manner in which 
He sent His son into our 
world, which is a 
human, visible, and 
tangible way. How 
blessed are the hands 
which touch Him, the 
eyes which see Him, and 
the ears which hear 
Him.”

Arcadia’s new Com¬ 
munity Center, a multi¬ 
purpose recreation facility 
which houses the Arcadia 
Recreation Department 
and Senior Citizens 
Services, was formally 
dedicated in a ceremony 
last Friday. 

Mayor Charles Gilb 
presided over the program 
and introduced guests as 
well as the Senior 
Citizens and Recreation 
and Parks Commissions. 
He told about the forma¬ 
tion of the Senior 
Citizens Commission in 
1978 and that group’s 
continuing efforts toward 
a senior citizen center. 

In 1986, a 4.72-acre 
portion of the Arcadia 


County Park was con¬ 
veyed to the city for the 
purpose of building the 
community center, a 
22,1(K) square foot facility 
which includes a multi¬ 
purpose room with a 
seating capacity of 736 
for auditorium style and 
342 for dining. 

The primary purpose 
of the center, which 
cost $4.5 million, is for 
adults 50 years and over 
to participate in recrea¬ 
tional activities, health 
screenings, educational 
programs and social 
services from Monday 
through Friday.

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Sneiders promote fitness 


Even though he has 
trained superstars and 
world class athletes, 
Harry Sneider of Arcadia 
says his primary focus 
today is to help people 
of all walks of life, 
businessmen, housewives 
and victims of health 
problems. 

“I want to help the 
executives who need to 
relieve stress and the 
housewife who wants to 
loose 20 pounds,” ex¬ 
plained Sneider, who 
operates his family fit¬ 
ness program out of his 
home. 

His wife, Sarah, a 
certified aerobics instruc¬ 
tor, joins him in promo¬ 
ting a program which 
combines resistance 
and rebounding or 
rebounding with calib¬ 
rated weights, which 
exercise “every single 
cell, organ and muscle,” 
wrote Sneider in “Olympic 
Trainer.” 

Hanadicapped from a 
hip injury when he was 
eight years old, Sneider 
adopted a personal 
agenda to “be the best 
I could be with what 
I had.” 

After he and his 
parents were taken from 
their home in Riga, 
Latvia and placed in 
the Nazi concentration 
camp in Dachau during 
World War II, the family 
moved to Minnesota, 
where Sneider became 
a high school state 
champion in the military 
press. He went on to the 
University of Minnesota 
where he squatted 490 
pounds on one leg while 
using the other as a brace. 
That lift, which bettered 
the world record at the 
time by 10 pounds, was 
never recognized because 
there was no category 
for a handicapped 


lifter. 

Sneider earned a 
libararal arts degree 
from the university before 
going, in 1967, to 
Ambassador College in 
Pasadena to study 
theology. His association 
with the college lasted 
another 23 years as he 
served on the athletic 
faculty and as fitness 
director until the campus 
was moved to Texas last 
year. 

During 30 years of 
sharing his love for phys¬ 
ical fitness, Sneider, who 
has a Doctorate in flt- 
ness education from 
Pacific Western Univer¬ 
sity, has worked with 
numerous world class 
athletes, including race 
car driver Danny Sulli¬ 
van, Olympic high jump¬ 
er and former world- 
record-holder, Dwight 
Stones, gold medal cyc¬ 
list Mark Gorski and 
Bobby Fischer, the for¬ 
mer world chess cham¬ 
pion. 

Bob Wieland, the leg¬ 
less Vietnam veteran 
who walked across the 
United States on his 
hands, is another of 
Sneider’s students. 

The local fitness 
expert also has been an 
adviser and coach to 
Olympic teams from 
Canada, Taiwan and 
Germany; and he re¬ 
ceived a nomination for 
the head coaching posi¬ 
tion for the 1984 U.S. 
Olympic track and field 
team.

When Mark Smith first 
started playing t-ball in 
Sierra Madre when he 
was six years old he 
probably didn’t know 
anything about the Bal¬ 
timore Orioles.
